I do not Know how to 
express it in English, but my wife 
and I believe in reincarnation of 
souls and belpuse we loved each 
other and had lived together we 
decided to die together.”’ 

“Several times she had told me 
she had been dreaming that we 
both jumped off the hotel build- 
ing together, but I told her no;

I told 
her to wait until morning and we 
would go out to Coconut Grove, get 
in a boat together and tie the ropes 
around our necks and die togeth-

With this in his 
pocket, he boarded a bus bound 


for Arch Creek, determined to hang | 


himself. He declared he already | 
had failed in an effort to climb a 
tree in Coral Gables. He had se- 
lected what he termed a suitable 
tree and sat down to await night- 
fall when police found him. 

The baron said he amused him- 
self through the day calling to the 
birds about his retreat, and for 
more than an hour a small monkey 
kept him company in the thickets 

The day wore on. The baron grew 
restless and moved about, and his 
movement in the bushes attracted 
the attention of persons who noti- 
fied police. 

Police were undecided as to their 
next move. Meantime the baron 
will be held on a technical charge 
until a Coroner’s jury investigates 
the death of the Baroness Monday. 

In Financial Difficulties,

Dickey of Kansas City with the 
idea that, his candidacy would ac-

with an explanation that he became 
interested in the campaign through 
an association with Becker in the 
publication of a Republican politi- 
cal newspaper in Excelsior Springs. 
Becker and Senator Williams were 
personal enemies, and, Wilson said, 
it was apparent that it-was to 
Becker's advantage to defeat Wil- 


liams because of Becker’s political |\ 


ambitions, being a tentative candi- 
date for the nomination for Gov- 
ernor in 1928. Becker, it -would 
appear from Wilson’s affidavit, was 
actuated by a belief that if Wil- 
NWams were nominated he would 
have a hold on the Republican 
State organization which would be 
disastrous to Becker’s candidacy. 
Sought Candidate. 

Wilson said he devoted consid- 
erable time to attempting to bring 
out a candidate against Williams, 
discussing the matter with a num- 
ber of persons who were known 
to be unfriendly to the Senator, 
among them Mayor Miller of St. 
Louis, former Supreme Judge Con-- 
way Elder and Robert J. Kratky. 
In the course of this work he met 
Blodgett Priest, who was “‘convinc- 
ingly wet,’’ and had under consid- 
eration becoming a candidate. 

Wilson had a meeting with the 
Executive Committee of the As- 
sociation Opposed to the Prohibi- 
tion Amendment, of which former 
Judge Henry 8S. Priest, a Democrat, 
and father of Blodgett Priest, was 
president. 

The anti-Williams group at that 
time was somewhat favorably dis- 
posed to Forrest Donnell of St. 
Louls, to oppose Williams. He was 
dropped and they cast about fo 
somebody else, Mayor Miller, John 
S. Leahy. and Dickey being consid- 
ered. 

Before any decision was reached 
Blodgett Priest definitely decided 
to become a candidate contingent 
upon obtaining the consent of his 
father... Wilson, with the know!l- 
edge that Priest would not be sup- 
ported by the group with which he 
was co-operating, but believing 
that his candidacy was necessary 
to carry out the plans, said he had 
a number of conferences with 
Henry . S. Priest, and finally the 
gon’s candidacy was announced. 
Wilson said he prepared Priest’s 
announcement and gave it to the 
press. 

«9 97ith this accomplished,” he 
eald in the affidavit, “we began

_ Proctor Selected. 

Yor one reason or another, Mayor 
Willer, Leahy and Dickey would 
mot run, and, Wilson sald, Becker 
picked Proctor as the third candi- 
date, the man to be actually 
backed by the anti-Williams group 
to win. 

Wilson was not present at 28 
Stteréon City conference of Beck- 
er and Procter and several of Proc- 
tor’s friends, but said he was in- 
formed that Proctor would run as 
a “dry.” Following this he told 
of a conference with Becker in 
which it was agreed that they 
would give encouragement to 
Priest’s candidacy, while out in 
the dry counties of the State Beck- 
er would throw his influence with 
country Republican newspapers, 
many of which were under obliga- 
tions to him because of highly 
remunerative State printing con- 
tracts, to the benefit of Proctor. 

Although not present, Wilson 
told of a conference at Dickey’s 
home in Kansas City the last Sun- 
day in April, at which Proctor’s 
candidacy was discussed. He said 
he received his information about 
it from Becker.

liam Sacks.” 
Zepp, according to the affidavit 
was not satisfied with this plan 
“and so far as I know,” Wilson 
said “this incident was then closed, 
except I am informed by Mr. Lie- 
berstein that Mr. Dickey paid a 
visit that evening to Judge Priest’s 
home, at which time and place the 
candidacy of both Proctor and 
Priest was discussed in full.”’ 
Wilson then told of a purported 
conference of A. C. Ferris, Proc- 
tor manager, with Hugh K. Wag- 
ner, Priest manager, at the Jef- 
ferson hotel, and said there were 
numerous conferences at which 
representatives of both organiza- 
tions were present at the same 
time, mentioning Dickey, Madison, 
Grover and himself from the Proc- 
tor group, and Lieberstein and 
Wagner from the Priest group.® 
Plans Agreed Upon. 
Plans were agreed upon, he said 
and were carried out, particular 
reference being made to the exer- 
tion of Mayor Miller’s 
among City Hall employes who 
could not influence votes for Proc- 
tor, a dry, but could get them for 
Priest, a wet.

Hyde denounced 
Dickey for his two-fold activity 
and Dickey, replying in an edito- 
rial, called Hyde a liar in so many 
words. 


“At the same time Dickey filed 
a $3,000,000 Ailbel suit against 
70V. Hyde and the Kansas City 
Star, affirming in his petition the 
very things that Wilson knew to 
be false. Confronted with the ne- 
cessity of going on the - witness 
stand in the suit — for everyone 
connected with the campaign 
would have been summoned to 
testify—Wilson saw at once that 
he was going to have to tell what 
part he had played in the plot. 

“He consulted friends, who ad- 
vised him to tell his story before 
the election and undo the harm 
the plan had done, rather than 
wait until he had to tell it as a 
witness!’

“On one occasion Mr. Atkeson 
appeared in Kansas City in re- 
sponse to Goy.

It 
was apparent that his record was 
consistently ‘dry’ and as it was .le- 
sired that Mr. Proctor secure the 
endorsement of the various dry or- 
ganizations, Mr. Atkeson’s' candi- 
dacy created a stumbling block. 
Efforts were made after the Re- 
publican banquet at ‘Moberly, Mo., 
to secure the withdrawal of Mr. 
Atkeson from the race, and it was 
agreed that something must be 
done along this line. Under the 
law, 60 days before the primary the 
Secretary of State is requir2d to 
certify the names of all candidates 
to the various county clerks, the 
boards of election commissioners, 
and at that time, and when ‘this 
was done, Mr. Atkeson had not 
withdrawn. Considerable pressure 
was brought to. bear after the 
names of the candidates were cer- 
tified by the Secretary of State up- 
on Mr. Atkeson. and it is my un- 
derstanding from C. C. Madison 
that Gov. E. Mont Reilly, who was 
understood to be managing Mr. At- 
keson’s campaign, sent for Mfr. 
Atkeson on several occasions to 
discuss his withdrawal. It was be- 
lieved by the Proctor organization 
that Mr. Atkeson might possibly 
draw a total of 15,000 votes from 
consistently dry Republicans, which 
total would embarrass the candl. 
dacy of Mr. Proctor to that extent. 


Tells of $2500 Payment to Get

Conferred Often With Dickey on 
Proctor-Priest Campaign, He Says 


“During the time that I have 
been connected with the Proctor 
campaign as secretary of the State- 
wide organization, I have had 
many conferences with Mr. Dickey 
and others at Mr. Dickey’s house 
and elsewhere, concerning both the 
Proctor campaign and the Priest 


campaign, and how the Priest cam- 
paign could be conducted s0 as 
to aid and assist the Proctor cam- 
paign. The plans of both the 
Priest campaign and the Proctor 
campaign were discussed between 
Mr. Dickey and us and agreed up- 
on.

They 
stated that they would be glad to 
receive it and several days later 
Mrs. “MeFall came into Proctor 
headquarters inquiring about the 
names and I sent her down to the 
Journal-Post to see Mr. Ellis.

“In the early part of the cam- 
paign Dr. Lebow, who has for a 
number of years been a confidential 
political assistant and employe of 
W. S. Dickey, told me that ‘1r- 
rangements had been made by Mr. 
Dickey to have Mrs. William H, 
Haight and a lady by the name 01 
Mrs. Blair. who was supposed to 
represent the National Committee, 
go over the State and organize the 
woman of the State for the purpose 
of arousing them all to registr, 
where registration was necessary, 
and to vote at the primary and be 
prepared to vote for the candidate 
who represented their ideals. The 
plan was that Mrs. Haight late in 
the campaign was to come out with 
an announcement supporting Mr. 
Proctor. The plan further had this 
value, that in this way we would 
get, through Mrs. Haight and Mrs.

“During the progress of the two 
campaigns I have sent and re- 
ceived communications to and from 
the Priest headquarters.

ADOPTED DAUGHTER 
TO RECEIVE $60,000 


Trust Company Executor 
Denies Negligence as 
Charged, but Is Ordered 
to Make Accounting. 


OFFERS MEASURE TO 
CREATE SINKING FUND 
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Cabinet Leader Plans Con- 
vocation of National As- 
sembly to Consider Plan 
at Versailles. 
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When James McElevey/ a labor- 
er, died, 25 years ago, he left an 
estate showing a net value in excess 
of $33,000, which was taken 
charge of by the Mississippi Val- 
ley Trust Co., as executor. But 
during litigation for the last eight 
years between one of the heirs and 
the executor the estate has grown 
to an estimated value of $80,000. 
This estimate was made by James 
E. Carroll, attorney for Mrs. Mat- 
tie Connor, an adopted daughter of 
McElevey, who objected to a final 
settlement made by the trust com- 
pany and carried her case through 
the Supreme Court. 

Yesterday, in accordance with a 
mandate of the Supreme Court, 
which decided in favor of. Mrs. 
Connor, Circuit Judge Mix ordered 
the trust company to account for 
interest at 6 per cent on the basis 
of the net valuation dating from 
Jan. 20, 1904, for a period of 20 
years, the interest to be compound- 
ed every four years during gthat 
period. The order is in accord- 
ance with Carroll's interpretation 
of the Supreme Court’s decision, 
the mandate of which was filed 
here Dec. 1, 1924. Because of 
difference of opinion as to the 
terms of the decision, it is just be- 
ing put into effect. 

Terms of McElevey’s Will. 

McElevey, who lived at 1305 Col- 
lins street, bequeathed half his es- 
tate to his widow, Mrs. Margaret 
McElevey; one-fourth to Mrs. Con- 
nor and the remainder in equal 
parts to the Roman Catholic Orph- 
ans’ Asylum, the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, the Little Sisters of 
the Poor, and the Mullanphy Hos- 
pital. Mrs. McElevey died six years 
ago and her share goes to the 
adopted daughter. The latter w}ll 
now receive, according to Judge 
Mix’s ruling, about $60,000, while 
the Catholic organizations will dis- 
tribute about $20,000 among them. 

Mrs. Connor objected to the fail- 
ure of the executor to make final 
settlement within the time pre- 
scribed by law, which was two 
years after the death. Final set- 
“~ement was not made until 1918, 
which, according to the petitioner, 
was about 15 years overdue, no ex- 
tension of time having been 
granted. 

Mrs. Connor, through her attor- 
ney, contended that the executor 
was remiss in failing to sell- four 
parcels of real estate within a rea- 
sonable time after her -father’s 
death and close the administration. 
For this delay in selling the realty 
the executor should , be charged 
with interest on all funds in its 
hands belonging to the estate, she 
contended. The testator, it was 
argued, intended that his estate 
should be converted into cash and 
distributed within a reasonable 
time. However, the executor kept 
the estate open for a long period 
and its failure to dispose of the 
realty was alleged to have amount- 
ed to an equitable cony ersion of the 
property, for which the estate 
should be reimbursed on a cash 

valuation of the realty plus inter- 
phi plaintiff claimed. 

Blames Heir for Delay. 

The defense contended that the 
legal title to the realty was vested 
in the heirs and thet none of them 
took any interest in the conduct 
of the administration except Mrs. 
McElevey, who refused to consent 
to the sale of realty. It was point- 
ed out that by her acts she in- 
sisted on keep the estate open and 
induced the executor to make ad- 
vances against her final distribu- 
tion. A further defense was that 
the executor did.make strenuous 
efforts to sell the property without 
avail. Negligence on the part of 
the trust company, as was alleged 
by plaintiff, was denied by the 
company. 

Carroll proceeded on the theory 
that McElevey's will gave the 
executor mandatory direction to 
sell the realty within a reasonable 
time after his death. He conceded 
that if his theory of the case was 
right the executor would be en- 
titled to the ownership of the real- 
ty and the estate entitled to its 
cash value. The net value of the 
realty was placed at $20,360. 

In his decree Judge Mix adopted 
the opinion of the Supreme Court 
which held that final settlement 
should have been made during the 
December term, 1903; further, that 
the executor ought to have sold 
the realty within the time of ad- 
ministration and the Probate Court 
should not have approved the fi- 
nal settlement until the estate had 
been fully administered. In addi- 
tion to the realty McElevey left 
$11,972 in cash or its equivalent. 

Mrs. Connors’ objection to the 
settlement was overruled by both 
the Probaf® and Circuit Courts.

First, don’t buy a cheap rod, and 
choose one of split bamboo rather 
than steel, for, while costing more, 
they are superior in every way.

amount of “spring,” but it must not 
be “whippy.”’ 
For general fishing a 5-foot rod 


is the proper length and built to 


handle a half-ounce weight. 
It is not absolutely necessary 
that all guides be of agate, but the 


‘tip and butt guide should be of 
‘genuine agate or you will soon 
‘ruin your line. 


2-Piece Rod Popular. 


While better results will be ob- 
tained from a rod of one piece, it 
is not so convenient to carry, s0 
most fishermen use a 2-plece rod. 
Do not choose one made with three 
joints or you will not get the proper 
action. 


HE selection of the short bait casting rod does not require od deck net wanes 
same care as the choosing of a fly rod,

this with some cheap line so as to 
increase the size of this shank, 
which will enable you to ree] in 
much faster. 

The same care should be taken 
of the casting rod as that suggested 
for the fly rod.

(1) Not unless there are two 
out.

(5) The “Inffeld fly” rule ap- 
plies when first and second are 
occupied or the bases are fyl, 
with less than two outs. It pro- 

vides that under such conditions 
the batter is automatically out 
if he hits a fly that may be han- 
dled by an infielder, provided 
the umpire calls it. It is designed 
to protect the base runners from 
a deliberate muff of pop flies in 
order to force the runners at the 
next base.

Coun?’y of St. Louis should favor the 
merger with the City of St. Louts, as 
more than 90 per cent of the residents 
of the county earn their living in the 
city and should therefore be vitally in- 
terested in the city government, plan- 
ning, protection, etc. 

The resident of the county uses almost 
equally with the city resident the &t. 
Louis municipal amusements, such as the 
zoo, city parks, Shaw's Garden and play- 
grounds without direct tax, which direct 
tax is paid by the citizens of St. Louis. 
Further, they use city transportation or 
city streets as much as the residents or 
citizens of St. Louis. They daily use the 
city water, sewers, lights, police protec- 
tlon without payment and at the same 
time transfer their earnings derived in 
the city to the county for taxation, in- 
surance, food, etc.

Is it fair for University City to pollute 
the River Des Perés with its sewage 
which flows through the city, or for a 
small community in the: county immedi- 
ately adjoining St. Louis to plan a boule- 
vard without consideration of the general 
plan of the community as a whole?

AN AMERICAN FORTUNE. 

The late Cleveland H. Dodge left an estate worth 
$20,000,000, but during his lifetime he gave away 
a fortune estimated at $40,000,000. His philanthropy 
had a wide range, but the Red Cross, Y. M. C. A. and 
the Y. W. C. A. were special beneficiaries of his gen- 
erosity. He intervened in politics as the principal 
backer of Woodrow Wilson’s two presidential cam- 
paigns. 

There were no charitable bequests of moment in 

his will, nor were there any specific directions to the 

eirs as to how they should administer their patri- 

ony. Instead, the testator expressed the utmost 
confidence in the capacity.and disposition of his wife 
and children to “use the property intrusted to them 
liberally for humane and benevolent objects.” In this 
respect, as well as in his methods of giving while he 
lived, Mr. Dodge had a precedent in the conduct of 
his father. 

It may be conceded that Mr. Dodge was an excep- 
tional man, from whose ideals no general deduction 
may be drawn. But the admirable use of great for- 
tunes in America is not exceptional. The dogmatic 
assertion may not be mdde that,’in the United States, 
a private fortune is a public trust, but that concept 
is undeniably taking form. Certainly the Rocke- 
feller millions are being invested, with prudence and 
vision, in the betterment of humanity, and our other 
billionaire, Henry Ford, disavows ownership of his 
vast enterprise and insists that it belongs to the pub- 
lic. Ford is a pragmatist. The basis of his philos- 
ophy is materialism. The expansion of business is 
his creed. Turn the profits back into the plant, into 
better facilities, to the end that there shall be more 
employment for an ever growing army of workers. 
Many other fortunes that have been handed, down 
unto the second and third generations are being 
competently operated, and the public is participating 
in the rewards. ' 
Whether the accumulation of immense fortunes 
cohforms to sound public policy may be debatable. 
The conviction obtains.in studious and sanely liberal 
circles that such fortunes presage eventually an aris- 
tocracy of wealth with sufficient power to supplant 
democracy with an oligarchy. That menace, we be- 
lieve, is largely imaginary. There is not an Ameri- 
can of middle age but has seen families pre-eminent 
for their wealth relegated to subordinate position and 
hereditary captains of industry reduced in rank and, 
in some instances, even stripped of commissions. It 
is still true in this country that every private carries 
the industrial marshal’s baton in his knapsack, and 
as long as this is true the oligarchy is well be- 
low the horizon. 


With all of this the cult of socialism is impatient, 
and a brilliant disciple like George Bernard Shaw can 
make out a strong case against the capitalistic sys- 
tem. Nevertheless, under this system the world has 
made inspiring progress in the standards of living 
and in translating the postulate of the brotherhood of 
man into vital reality. The Helpless baby for whom 
Mr. Shaw holds a brief, whom he describes as hold- 
ing the first lien on the State’s bounty, may still suf- 
fer from inequality of fortune—an inequality which 
no economic or political formula can erase at this 
stage of civilization—but that baby has an infinitely 
better chance today than he ever had @efore. 


We make n@ obeisance to the status quo, no genu- 
flexion to the God of Things As They Are. But, for 
all its shortcomings, capitalism has shining items on 
the credit side, and capitalists grow wiser in the 
process of the suns. Nobody can measure the value 
to his times of an intellect like Bernard Shaw’s, but 
nobody can measure the value to humanity of great 
fortunes greatly administered. 
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JUDGE GANTT’S CANDIDACY. 


The Missouri Bar Association and the St. Louis Bar 
Association, by decisive majorities, have indorsed 
the candidacy of Judge Ernest S. Gantt of Mexico for 
the Democratic nomination for Judge of the Missouri 
Supreme Court. 


This approval of Judge Gantt’s candidacy by men 
peculiarly qualified to pass on the fitness of candi- 
dates for the bench raises a strong presumption in 
his favor. 


It is on the strength of an excellent record as the 
Judge of an important Central Missouri circuit for 
the last 10 years that the two organizations, repre- 
senting both the city and the State at large, ‘have 
joined in recommending him to oe voters for pre- 
ferment. 
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THE GERMAN COLONIES. 


Sir Philip Snowden thinks another great economic 
war is inevitablé, unless Germany is given back the 
colonies of which the Versailles treaty dispossessed 
her. He considers this one of the gravest mistakes 
of that unfortunate document, and begs the League 
of Nations to re-establish Germany, not merely as a 
member of the Council, but as a full-fledged power 
with the raw materials available to maintain her 
economig position. He reminds us that as a conse- 
quence of the péace tréaty Germany, the third great- 
est commercial country in the world, as well as a be- 
nevolent colonial power, is excluded by her rivals 
from colonial expansion, though compelled to import 
one-third of her essential food and raw materials. 
France, a lesser manufacturing country, with only 
thirty- eight million population as against Germany's 
seventy million, has a colonial empire of nearly 
5,000,000 square miles. Belgium, Portugal and Italy, 
all negligible economic factors beside Germany have 
vast colonial possessions. It is inconcéivable, says 
Sir Philip, that peace can bless such an appalling 
inequity. The population of Germany is increasing. 
The need for expansion increases with her growing 
population. 


What were the German colonies? The principal 
one was German East Africa, for which Great Brit- 
ain holds a mandate. It has an area of 384,100 square 
milés. Her next largest colony, Southwest Africa, 
now held by the African Union, has an area of 322,450 
Square miles. Kamerun, another African colony, has 
an area of 191,130 square miles. Her total Pacific 
possessions, divided chiefly between Australia, New 
Zealand and Japan, were 96,150 square miles. Kiau- 
chau, held by Japan, has an area of 200 square miles. 
It is unlikely that all these could be restored to 
Germany without precipitating another war, but there 
is, nevertheless, reason in what Sir Philip says. The 
world to live must let live, and if it is to live in 
peace it must respect the necessities of {ts compo- 
nent parts. Surely, the great war is by this time far 
enough away for us to talk about doing justice to

LAST OF THE MOHICANS. 


While Pennsylvania squanders millions for votes 
and Illinois raids the coffers of the great corpora- 
tions to hold a senatorial primary, it is comforting 
to know that there is at least one old-fashioned 
Democrat sunning for public office. 

This last of the Mohicans, this poor man among 50 
many of the sons of Croesus, is John F. Daily, a 
farmer in the First Missouri District. He is contend- 
ing for the nomination with Congressman Romjue, 
and is what is almost unheard-of in Congress, which 
is composed of lawyers but still debates farm relief. 
That is, he is a real farmer. He has only the money 
he makes farming, so he hasn’t any. No corporation 
has offered to befriend him. No Secretary Mellon has 
taken his campaign over. No Samuel Insull has in- 
sulated his political wires. He is on his own. His 
old Ford rattles along the country roads, leaving 
bolts and nuts in its wake, and any man bought for 
him will be bought by the eloquence of his silver 
tongue. His total campaign expenses will be inside 
of $400. 

Mr. Daily, who has a master’s degree from a col- 
lege, is not the political coward one ordinarily finas 
in a rural district. He isn’t personally wet and po- 
litically dry, as most of them are. He is politicaliy 
wet, says so, and is reminding the voters of his dis- 
trict what kind of a sodapopper Congressman Romjue 
is. That politically dehrydrated gentleman, that con- 
gressional Bedouin among the panting tribesmen in 
the First Missouri, not only voted for the Volstead 
law but joined with those who passed it ovér the veto 
of President Wilson. Mr. Daily thinks that is pretty 
dry, and it is. 

So, unashamed to be poor, and unafraid to be hon- 
est, his old Ford wheezing and his silver tongue mak- 
ing the welkin ring, goes the last of the Mohicans. 
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BARBER BARS BOBS. 


J. J. Diggs, a barber of Knoxville, Tenn., has 
painted a sign on the front of his shop telling the 
world he will not bob women’s hair any more, be- 
cause, he says, the Bible warns against it. He cites 
a passage from Cor. 10:1-15 to substantiate his con- 
tention: “But if a woman have long hair, it is a 
glory to her, hair is given her as a covering.” Since 
he took the stand his masculine patronage has 
doubled. 

More power to you, Brother Diggs! Not because 
we agree with your Biblical objections to bobbing. 
But what a relief it must’ be to rest in a barber’s 
chair with the knowledge that one may speak his 
mind in no mincing terms should the clippers pull, 
the razor cut or the towel burn, without any fear of 
disturbing the peace of a fair customer.

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BLANTON OF TEXAS. 


They still grow ’em wild down in Texas. There is, 
for notable example, Representative Thomas L. Blan- 
ton of Abilene, whose constant demands for roll calls, 
pointed remarks- about the perquisites of Congress- 
men and other unclubby offendings against the un- 
written rules of the House have made him anathema 
to many of his fellows. Blanton has been called “the 
most hated man in Congress.’ 

Without indorsing the whole of Terrible Tom's rec- 
ord, a writer from the Washington Bureau of the 
Post-Dispatch some years ago dissented from the con- 
gressional judgment and pronounced Blanton a use- 
ful member of the House. That opinion has now been 
vindicated by the success of Blanton’s fight to get 
rid of Frederick A. Fenning as a Commissioner of 
the District of Columbia. Blanton went into the fray 
single-handed and with heavy odds against him.. Fen- 
ning, a power in the political and commercia! life 
of the District, seemed impregnably intrenched. Be- 
cause it was Blanton who was making the fight, 
most of, Congress and the Washington public were 
inclined at first to sympathize with the Commis- 
sioner. 

Blanton hung on like the bulldog he is. Finally, 
by the sheer weight of the evidence that he brought 
to bear against Fenning before three committees of 
the House, he compelled Congress and the President 
It was shown, among other things, 
that Fenning, as the guardian for 120 insane war vet- 
erans, had engaged, to put it mildly, in highly ques- 
tionable practices. He was a guardian not only, but 
the agent of a bonding firm, and in the latter capacity 
he collected 25 per cent on the premiums he paid 
from his wards’ estates to bond himself. A sub- 
committee of the House Judiciary Committee de- 
nounced this practice as contrary to law. 

The upshot of the several investigations was the 
resignation of Fenning at the demand of the Bresi- 
dent. 

If it had not been for Blanton’s persistence, the 
Commissioner would still be in office. To the gen- 
tleman from Texas a large debt of gratitude is due 
from the public in general and the veterans of the 
World War in particular. Through his efforts a 
peculiarly unfortunate group of the Government's 
wards has been saved from a peculiarly mean form of 
exploitation. 

Like Walsh in the oi] case and Reed in the slush- 
fund investigation, Blanton has shown what one man 
of ability and fighting caliber, armed with a good 
cause, can do in Congress. 
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Up to this time titinois is only a petty Western 
State, but Jim Reed apparently hasn't warmed up 
yet. : 
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THE BUYING OF VOTES. 


There are various ways of buying votes besides 
the straight-out transaction of passing the money. 
In Pennsylvania the favorite device is to hire watch- 
ers. In Illinois we read of large donations to col- 
leges and other institutions, in the hope, presum- 
ably, of reaping results in the ballot box. 

Here in St. Louis is another one. A candidate for 
the Republican nomination for Collector solemnly 
promises to give 37 appointive jobs to women if he 
should be elected. 
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It has been some time since any of the dictators

At Wollas Hill, an Elizabethan 
mansion, there is a chapel in the 
upper part of the house and a 
“priest’s hole’ provided with a 
diminutive fireplace.

Three wooden crosses, placed there 
centuries ago, are still standing, 
and their presence is taken as an 
indication that at the time of the 
persecution the privacy of the 
maze was used for secret worship. 

Thus quietly throughout the 
country supporters of the faith 
clung to the observance of their 
religion, sustained by the vague 
hope of a political change. 
Engiand’s Celebrated Gunpowder 

Piot. 

The gunpowder plot found En- 
gland bordering on a state of rev- 
-Olution. In Scotland and in the 
northern parts of England small 
insurrections broke out, but the 
King quelled them, submitting the 
leaders to torture and death. 

The gunpowder plot, however, 
was the most ambitious attempt 
that had been made. A group of 
persecuted Catholics formulated a 
plan to blow up the House of Com- 
mons by placing a store of gun- 
powder in a cellar below it. All 
would have happened as planned 
had not one of the conspirators 
warned a friend, telling him to 
absent himself from the meeting 
of the House on the fated day. 

The recipient of the note, a 
conforming nobleman, immediate- 
ly carried the missive to the King. 
The cellars were searched and 
there was found Guy Fawkes, 
match in hand, watching for the 
expected signal. 

Punishment was swift and sure. 
The conspirators were killed and 
Parliament enacted more sanguin- 
ary laws against the Catholics. 
The King imposed fines on the 
families of all implicated in the 
plot and finding this profitable he 
began, instead of executing con- 
victed Catholics, to impose heavy 
fines upon them, thereby increas- 
ing his income by some £30,000 
annually. A fine of £260 a year 
was demanded from Catholics 
which, if not paid, subjected the 
recusant to forfeiture of alk goods 
end chattels and of two-thirds of 
his lands. 

Oath of Allegiance Broke Catholic 

Power. 

But the law which effectually 
broke the power of the Catholic 
body in England was the enact- 
ment of a new oath of allegiance 
for the avowed purpose of drawing 
a distinction between those Cath- 
Olics who denied and those who 
admitted the spiritual pretensions 
of the King. These who refused 
to forswear the spiritual sovereign- 
ty of the Pope were subjected t» 
perpetual imprisonment, the for- 
feiture of their personal property 
and the rents of their lands during 
life. 

During the reign of terror that 
followed the enforcement of this 
statute the persecution was taken 
up with new vigor. Harboring a 
priest was punishable by death.and 
the knowledge that one was about 
without informing the authorities 
was a felony and carried a death 


| sentence. 


The first of the persecuted Cath- 
olics died on the gibbet in 1577 in 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and 
the last during the reign of Charles 
II in 1681. A succession of sym- 
pathetic rulers or, rather, rulers 
who did not feel it necessary to 
persecute the Catholics, ‘has fol- 
lowed down to this day. 

Mexico’s Dispute With Church. 

The antipathy of the Mexican 
Government toward the church is 
of long standing. Although able 
to throw off the dominion of Spain, 
the land ceded to the church by 
the Spanish King has not changed 
hands, and the influence of Cathol- 
icism, according to Mex'‘can offi- 
clals, has ever been on the side 
of the mother country. 

Following the famed Mexican 
constitution under President Com- 
onfort in 1857, Benito Juarez be- 
came the head of the republ‘c.

Bail Abuses. | 


This brings us to another step | 
in the prosecution or crime—let- | 
ting to bail. The abuses of easy 
bal] were strikingly revealed by the 
Even'ng World in a series of edi- 


torials, with the result that the 
amendments to the bail sections of 
the Code of Criminal Procedure 
were passed as just stated. The 
purpose of the law, already in ef- 
fect, is to prevent the bailing of 
professtonal criminals or other re- 
peating offenders‘who may be dan- 
gerous to the public while on bail. 
The act does this by providing that 
tf the person arrested is charged 
with a felony or with an attempt 
to commit a felony or with one of 
the following m'‘sdemeanors or of- 


ee 


If there is good reason to believe 
that he has been previously con- 
victed he may not be bailed by a 
Magistrate. These offenses are 
those usually associated with ha- 
bitual or professional crime, viz.: 
illegal possession of a pistol or 
other dangerous weapon, making or 
possessing burglars’ tools, buying 
or receiving stolen goods, unlaw- 
ful entry of a building with intent 
to commit a felony or a larceny, 
aiding escape from prison. **jost- 
ling’ or pocket picking, and illegal 
possesssion of drugs. The last 
named we find provided against 
both in the Sanitary Code of this 
city and in a newly enacted provi- 
sion of the Code of Criminal Pro- 
cedure later to be noticed. The 
provision as to drugs is not so 
harsh as it might first seem, since 
competent authorities agree that 
professional criminals are largely 
addictéd to narcotics. 

A person without a record may 
not be locked up for an wunreason- 
able length of time. Fingerprints 
are renuired to be taken and 
searched without delay. This should 
be accomplished within a couple 
of hours. 


Records to Judges. 


If a person accused has a pre- 
vious record he may nevertheless 
be freed on bail by a Judge of the 


Supreme Court, or General Sessions | 
or of a County Court, provided his | 
the | 


record is first submitted to 
Judge. However, as the new law 
puts a person with a record of the 
kind described in the category of 
actual or probable murderers when 
it comes te allowing bail to them, 
it is apparent that any Judge will 
be extremely cautious in assuming 
responsibility for turning such a 
person loose under the incentive 
to commit more crimes so as to se- 
cure lawyers’ and bondsmen’s fees, 
to say nothing of his general crim- 
inal inclinations. 

It is provided by the amending 


statute that if a criminal is charged 
with any of the misdemeanors or 
other offenses catalogued above he 
can no longer be bailed out before

An important enactment which 
went into effect July 1 provides 
that when a number of defendants 
are jointly indicted for coniplicity 
in the same crime they may be 
tried all at one trial or one at a 
time in the discretion of the court 
Formerly each defendant nad an 
absolute right to a separate trial 
even though the evidence against 
each was the same. In the past 
nine or 10 defendants have de- 
manded as many separate triais 


thereby multiplying that number 
\of times the efforts of the prosvcu- 
ition, saddling the State with extra 
expenses, playing, off the possible 
acquittal of one as evidence of the 
innocence of the rest, and complet- 
ing the reappearance of those wit- 
nessés who might survive the lia- 
timidation, again and again. Under 
ithe new law, if the evidence against 
jone or more defendants differs ina- 
'terially or some other good reason 
exists for a separate trial] it is 
within the discretion of the court 
to grant it. 


Disclose Evidence. 


Another innovation, also effec- 
tive July 1, amends section 388 of 
the Code of Criminal Procedure. 
Hitherto the Diatrict Attorney has 
been compelled to offer his evi- 
dence immediately after his open- 
ing address, whereas the defendant 
did not have to make his opening 
address until the prosecution’s evi- 
dence was actually presénted. In 
this way the District Attorney was 
entirely in the dark as to what the 
defense might be and how to shape 
his evidence to anticipate it. On 
the™other hand, the defendant's 
lawyer had all the benefit of know- 
ing not only what the District At- 
torney expected to prove, but what 
he actually had proved before dis- 
closing his own hand. Now each 
must state what he expects to 
prove before any evidence can be 
offered by either. In this way both 
are on even terms. 

A new and important provision 
relates to all felonies committed 
or attempted while armed with a 
pistol or other weapon. It not oniy 
adds five to ten years to a first 


offense, 10 to 15 years to a second,

15 to 25 years for a third, and a 
fourth 25 years to life to the sen- 
tence usually applicable, but for- 
bids probation, suspension of sen- 
tence or release before the full 
term of a sentence, irrespective of 
any “commutation” or “compensa. 
tion.” 


This drastic provision is intended 
to meet the present saturnalia of 
highway robbery and banditry. It 
also involves the idea that a man 
who sets out to commit a robbery 
when armed is prepared to kill to 
effect his object or to make his 
escape. The exceptional case aris- 


ing in the future where this rea- 
soning may not seem to apply can. 
only be reached through executive 
clemency. . 

The foregoing amendments havo 
come to the rescue of the long 
enduring public and if faithfully 
enforced and administered should 
bring about a change which ull in 
time cause professional crime to 
disappear, for the reason that as 
soon as a criminal gets within the 
professional stage he will be due 
for a sentence that will keep him 
out of crime a long part of his 
natural life.

Sir Philip Snowden thinks another great econdmic 
war is inevitablé, unless Germany is given back the 


colonies of which the Versailles treaty dispossessed 


her. He considers this one of the gravest mistakes 


of that unfortunate document, and begs the League 
of Nations to re-establish Germany, not merely as a 


member of the Council, but as a full-fledged power 


most hated man in Congress.’ 

Without indorsing the whole of Terrible Tom’s rec- 

ord, a writer from the Washington Bureau of the 
Post-Dispatch some years ago dissented from the con. 
gressional judgment and pronounced Blanton a use- 
ful member of the House.

Finally, 
by the sheer weight of the evidence that he brought 
to bear against Fenning before three committees of 
the House, he compelled Congress and the President 
to take notice. It was shown, among other things, 
that Fenning, as the guardian for 120 insane war vet- 
erans, had engaged, to put it mildly, in highly ques- 
tionable practices. He was a guardian not only, but 
the agent of a bonding firm, and in the latter capacity 
he collected 25 per cent on the premiums he paid 
from his wards’ estates to bond himself. A_ sub- 
committee of the House Judiciary Committee de- 
nounced this practice as contrary to law.

from colonial expansion, though compelled to import 


one-third of her essential food and raw materials. 
France, a lesser manufacturing country, with only 
thirty-eight million population as against Germany's 
seventy million, has a colonial empire of nearly 
5,000,000 square miles. Belgium, Portugal and Italy, 
all negligible economic factors beside Germany have 
vast colonial possessions. It is inconcéivable, says 
Sir Philip, that peace can bless such an appalling 
inequity. The population of Germany is Increasing. 
The need for expansion increases with her growing 
population. 


What were the German colonies? The principal 
one was German East Africa, for which Great Brit- 
ain holds a mandate. It has an area of 384,100 square 
milés. Her next largest colony, Southwest Africa, 
now held by the African Union, has an area of 322,450 
Square miles. Kamerun, another African colony, has 
an area of 191,130 square miles. Her total Pacific 
possessions, divided chiefly between Australia, New 
Zealand and Japan, were 96,150 square miles. Kiau- 
chau, held by Japan, has an area of 200 square miles. 
It is unlikely that all these could be restored to 
Germany without precipitating another war, but there 
is, nevertheless, reason in what Sir Philip says. The 
world to live must let live, and if it is to live in 
peace it must respect the necessities of its com po- 
nent parts. Surely, the great war is by this time far 
enough away for us to talk about doing justice to

England’s Celebrated Gunpowder 

Piot. 


gland bordering on a state of rev- 
-Olution. In Scotland and in the 
northern parts of England small 
insurrections broke out, but the 
King quelled them, submitting the 
leaders to torture and death. 

The gunpowder plot, however, 
was the most ambitious attempt 
that had been made. A group of 
persecuted Catholics formulated a 
plan to blow up the House of Com- 
mons by placing a store of gun- 
powder in a cellar below it. All 
would have happened as planned 
had not one of the conspirators 
warned a friend, telling him to 
absent himself from the meeting 
of the House on the fated day. 

The recipient of the note, a 
conforming nobleman, immediate- 
ly carried the missive to the King. 
The cellars were searched and 
there was found Guy Fawkes, 
match in hand, watching for the 
expected signal. 

Punishment was swift and sure. 
The conspirators were killed and 
Parliament enacted more sanguin- 
ary laws against the Catholics. 
The King imposed fines on the 
families of all implicated in the

victed Catholics, to impose heavy 
fines upon them, thereby increas- 
ing his income by some £30,000 
annually. A fine of £260 a year 
was demanded from Catholics 
which, if not paid, subjected the 
recusant to forfeiture of all goods 
end chattels and of two-thirds of 
his lands. 

Oath of Allegiance Broke Catholic 

Power. 
But the law which effectually 


broke the i he of the Catholic 


body in England was the enact- 
ment of a new oath of allegiance 
for the avowed purpose of drawing 
a distinction between those Cath- 
olics who denied and those who 
admitted the spiritual pretensions 
of the King. These who refused 
to forswear the spiritual sovereign- 
ty of the Pope were subjected t» 
perpetual imprisonment, the for- 
feiture of their personal property 
and the rents of their lands during 
life. 

During the reign of terror that 
followed the enforcement of this 
statute the persecution was taken 
up with new vigor. Harboring a 
priest was punishable by death and 
the knowledge that one was about 
without informing the authorities 
was a felony and carried a death 
sentence. 

The first of the persecuted Cath- 
olics died on the gibbet in 1577 in 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and 
the last during the reign of Charles 
II in 1681. A succession of sym- 
pathetic rulers or, rather, rulers 
who did not feel it necessary to 
persecute the Catholics, has fol- 
lowed down to this day. 

Mexico’s Dispute With Church. 
The antipathy of the Mexican 
Government toward the church is 
of long standing. Although able 
to throw off the dominion of Spain, 
the land ceded to the church by 
the Spanish King has not changed 
hands, and the influence of Cathol- 
icism, according to Mex'‘can offi- 
cilals, has ever been on the side 
of the mother country.

NEW YORK, July 31. . 
THEATER is never so de 
A serted as it is at 8:30 om an 
opening night. Particularly 
these kindly August evenings wheg 
the sidewalks are sp agreeable for 
community smoking. Within «4 
few ushers stand wistfully about, : 
wondering how many stout womeg 
they can seat many stout women 
middle of the wrong rows. Per- 
haps marooned and lonely some- 
where down front will be a couple 
of perplexed visitors from out of 
town. They have achieved the 
signal feat of purchasing seats for 
an opening night. They are g0- 
ing to see the celebrities. , 

The celebrities, bleakly indiffer- 
ent, are bickering wearily among 
themselves outside. At about 10 
minutes of nine the overture or the 
buzzer or whatever it is that starts 
the show sounds. There is a sud-+ 
den surge of celebrities, several of 
whom can't find their tickets, at 
the entrance. They descend on the 
vacant orchestra like rain on 
thirsty ground.

All of this is casual and human.

In the evening sky, Cygnus, the 
Swan, also known as the Northern 
Cross, shines high in the _ east.

two outermost members of the so- 
lar system, Uranus and Neptune, 
neither of which are ever visible 
to the unaided eye, take 84 and 
165 of our years to make a round 
trip about the sun, so the year 
of Saturn isn’t so long after all. 

The other planet that is visible 
in the coming evenings is Jupiter, 
in the eastern sky in the constella- 
tion of Capricornus, the Sea Goat. 
On Aug. 15 it is in opposition to 
the sun, which means that it rises 
in the east just as the sun sets in 
the west, and is directly south at 
midnight. Hence, it can be seen 
in the sky all during the night, 
and its great brilliance, which is 
now at its maximum, leaves no 
doubt ,as to its identity. It is 
brighter than any star in the sky. 


Jupiter’s Immense Size. 


Jupiter’s year is not so very long, 
for it goes around the sun once in 
a little less than 12 of our years. 
But in one respect Jupiter is the 
king of all the planets, for it is 
large enough, if ‘t were hollow, to 
hold all] the other planets and still 
have a lot of room left over. The 
earth is about 8000 miles in di- 
ameter, but Jupiter’s mean diam- 
eter is nearly 89,000 miles. We use 
the term “mean diameter” because 
it bulges greatiy at the equator. 
Measured from the North Pole to 
the South Pole its d‘ameter is 82,- 
8090 miles, but measured across its 
waist it is 88,700 miles. 

This,bulge is caused by the great 
speed with which the planet ro- 
tates, for while its year ‘s longer 
than ours its day in much shorter, 
and it makes a complete rotation 
on its axis in nine hours and 55 
minutes. The great centrifugal 
force generated by this rapid rota- 
tion—the same force that causes 
the mud to fly from a moving 
wheel—causes the part of the plan- 
et around the equator to try to 
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get ag far from the center as pos- 
sible. 

The planet would long since have 
‘buret from this force, just as a 
‘grindstone that is run too fast may 
burst from the same centrifugal 
‘force, but the attraction of gravi- 
‘tation holds ‘t together. Though 
the earth rotates slower than. Ju- 
| piter, the same thing is true here 
to a lesser degree and at the equa- 
tor a man weighs less than he does 
at the North Pole. The centrifu- 
gal force generated by the rotation 
of the earth tends to throw him 
off and overcomes the gravitation- 
al attraction. Unfortunately for 
people who might see in th‘s an 
| easy method of reducing excess 
| weight, ordinary scales would not 
_ show that the person weighed less 
in Brazil than Spitzenberg, because 
ithe weights themselves would 
weigh less. 

If the earth roatated once in 85 
minutes, instead of 24 hours, it 
|; would not..be safe to go to the 
‘equator at all, because then the 
'eentrifugal force would just over- 
'come the force of gravitation, and 
be person would not,be thrown off 
|the earth, but neither would he be 
attracted to it. Like Mahomet’s 
coffin, he would hang in midair 
wherever placed! 


Season of Shooting Stars. 


Some of the other planets, be- 
sides Jupiter and Saturn, can be 
seen this month tin the morning 
before sunrise. Mars shines high 
in the southeast in the constella- 
tion of Pisces. It is still approach- 
ing the earth and is now only 75,- 
600,000 miles away. Venus is vis- 
ible lower in the eastern sky and 
even exceeds Jupiter in brilliance. 

August is also famous for its 
shooting stars, or meteors, for the 
Perselds, one of the most impor- 
tant “showers” of meteors, come 
on the tenth and eleventh. As the 


meteors move in a regular path. 
the shower occurs when 4he earth 
is in the part of its orbit which 
intersects that of the meteors. The 
August shower is called the Per- 
seid shower because the meteors 
all seem to radiate from the con- 
stellation of Perseus, which rises in 
the northeast about 10 p.m. Ac- 
tually the meteors are moving in 
practically paralle] paths, and the 
point from which they seem to ra- 
diate is merely the vanishing point 
of their paths in the distance. If 
you watch the sky carefully on these 
nighta you should be rewarded 
by the sight of many of these 
shooting stars.

Then sud- 
denly a shadow crossed her face again. She 
stooped and from her stocking took a tiny 
silver and pearl revolver and fired a bul- 
let into her breast. A moment later, she 
lay on the floor in the office of Old Drury 
Theater and her life blood, oozing from a 
tiny wound, spread in a crimson blot upon 
—her ermine coat and trickled slowly from 
gem to gem down her rope of pearls. And 
as she lay there, dying, she gasped a prayer, 
asking of heaven forgiveness for self-mur- 
der. : 
‘Mile. Caprice’ was Regine Flory, a bril- 
liant actress of the French revues, a queen 
of comedy, and musical comedy, and light 
opera, in Paris.’ She shot herself in the of- 
fice of Sir Alfred Butts, M. P., the theatrical 
producer, in Old Drury Theater, the other 
day, because her sudden wish to play a part 
in London had been denied her. 

Outside the office where she sat, smiling, 
chatting, laughing at the thought of the mil- 
lions that might be hers if she translated 
from American dollars into the franc of 
France the salary offered in New York, 
waited a private detective. He had been 
employed by friends to keep Regine Flory 
from suicide. From Paris to London he had 
flown with her when she announced her 
sudden whim to go. He had warned Sir 
Alfred Butts that ‘‘Mile. Caprice’ might kill 
herself if a role should be refused her. 

As he looked across his desk at Regine 
Fiory, her dark eyes laughing from beneath 
her mop of willful black curls, Sir Alfred 
Butts thought of the warning and smiled in- 
wardly at French fears. And-in a second 
there was a flash of silken skirt, the glitter 
of the pearl-and-silver revolver, a flash of 
flame, and Sir Alfred Butts slumped back 
in his chair, stunned by what had seemed 
iim possible. 
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pistol shot dashed the detective, M. 
Pierre Francois Semaine. He caught 
the reeling actress in his arms and 
laid her on the floor, on the ermine cloak 
that had fallen at her feet. From 
Charing Cross Hospital came a motor 
ambulance. With the dying woman it raced 
down the Strand at 60 miles an hour. She 
was dead before the hospital was reached. 
And Regine Flory probably would have 
liked that. She had raced out of life at 
60 miles an hour. It was fittingly like the 
way in which she'd lived. 

She had followed her whims wherever 
they led, whatever they cost, had this ‘Mile. 
Caprice.” She had iived on excitement, 
gayety, admiration, adulation, love. She 
had turned nighttime into daytime—the 
days, she said, were made for sleep. Through 
the nights of her 33 years she had drained 
to the lees the experiences of a lifetime. But 
there came a day when sleep would rest no 
longer on her eyes. She turned to drugs— 
police found a vial of mild hypnotic alkaline 
powder in the handbag of the woman—and 
drugs but added to the morbid horror of. her 
sleepless days. She sought for more excite- 
ment. Love and love's quarrels added to 
the nightmare of her life. Her nerves gave 
way, and often she despaired. Twice be- 
fore she had tried to kill herself. That was 
why M. Pierre Francois Semaine was guard- 
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] ou the room at the-sound of the 
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ing her. But even in 
girlhood, long before her 
first attempt to end her 
life, she had volced a 
paean to suicide one 
night in a Montmartre 
cabaret that had shocked 
all Paris. 

Dead, now, at 33. She 
was 21 when she 
hymned that song of 
suicide. The years be- 
tween had laid at her 
feet every gift, almost, 
that woman might ask. 
Love, wealth, admiration, 
success, fame—these had 
been hers. Even now 
she was fresh from per- 
sonal] .triumphs in a 
music hall of the Champs 
Elysees. Even so, Death 
beckoned her—in death 
alone could she find re- 
lease from the tortured 
horror of sleepless nights 
and aching nerves. 

When the news of her death was flashed 
to Paris there were those who remembered 
that night on Montmartre when Regine 
Flory arose, with her rebel raven hair, her 
flashing eyes—-a very \priestess, it seemed, 
of pride and sin, a female Lucifer, and 
drank her toast to death: 


ra O YOU know,” she said, “I'd like 
D to die./ I'm going to be 21 next 

spring, and then I'll get old. 
What's the tse of getting wrinkled and 
faded, and little by little getting old? What 
good to lose one's beauty? It’s better to be 
snuffed out all at once. 

“Then, men about town, smoking their 
cigars at Cfro’s, will have a chance to say: 

“‘Did you hear that she killed herself? 
What a-pity! Sucha peach!’ 

‘Instead, if you live, years later they will 
ask: 

“‘What! Isn't that old hag dead yet? 
Is she still alive? What a nuisance she is.’ 

“That sort of elegy I will not have. I 
am determined to die young. I shall not 
live to be more than 25.’’ 

Perhaps when she reached 25 another 
caprice bade her live on. Perhaps, then, 
she wanted to taste the lees of the wine of 
life, to savor the dregs of experience. So 
she lived till she was 38. 

A hectic life in the true sense—flushed 
and feverish. It had been that way since 
first she came from Marseilles to Paris, 
s0me 18 years ago. 

Marseliles was her birthplace and her real 
name was Marie Louise Artaz. Though ir- 
regular of feature, from childhood she had 
been magnetic, fascinating, pretty. Even 
then she loved admiration and she loved ap- 
plause. And s0 she ran away from home. 
and went to Paris, to become an actress. 

With her went her chum, and that chum 
was none but Gaby Deslysa—the Gabrielle 
who later dangled in her train two Kings, 
and who died terribly six years ago, leaving 
almost $1,000,000 to Marseilles charities. 

They had grown up, these two, in that 
warm-blooded city of the Mediterranean 
coast. Regine Flory was only 16 years of 
age. She had no education. But she was 
beautiful of body and pretty of face, despite 
a mouth that was overlarge (one forgot that 
when she smiled), and she could dance. She 
was winsome, ambitious, she worked hard, 
and as she began to attract attention she 
sought the companionship of authors and 
poets. They should be her educators. 

At 17 she made her mn in the music 
halls. Four years later she was famous. 
She had danced in 1913 at the Scala The- 
ater, wearing but a few scraps of black 
satin, a costume which only served to em- 
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“Mile. Caprice” in her Paris home. 


phasize the marmoreal whiteness of her skin. 
It was about that time that she thrilled the 
city of thrilis by voicing her praise of 
suicide. 

A year later she had conquered London. 
A debonaire, delightful and daring Parisi- 
enne, she appeared as Babette in ‘Paris 
Prisons’ and then followed parts in ‘The 
Passing Show’ and “By Jingo, If We Do.”’ 
Two years later she was starred in London 
in “‘Vanity Fair’’ and “The Beauty Spot.” 

Two cities were In her train, if two Kings 
were in the train of Gabby. While she was 
conquering Paris and London, Gaby had 
been winning the applause of Alfonso, 
King of Spain, and, later, the admiration of

Regine Flory loved gayety not less, but am- 
bition more. She sought to advance upon 
the stage while Gaby was willing to be 
known for daring and for amours. Shortly 
Regina Flory abandoned the music halls 
for light opera and comedy. 
some of the greatest Parisian successes dur- 
ing and after the war, including ‘Hullo, 
Paris’ and “Je T’'Adore.” 

Then love came into the life of ‘Mile. 
She liked to think of love as a 
caprice, but to her it was not. Four or five 
years ago she met a young French actor 
and she who had played a game with the 
hearts of men now found the game a thing

Manuel, King of Portugal, who lost his 
throne, ‘twas said, partly on acount of her. 
Each actress may have envied the other's 
conquests. There grew a breach between 
them. It was the talk of the boulevards. 
Gossip probably inflamed the feeling be- 
tween these two, one of whom was certainly 
the queen of the Parisian revues. But 
which? They became open enemies. 

Then, later, in the early years of the great 
World War, there was a famous reconcilia- 
tion in London. The two actresses bought 
themselves identical costumes. They prom- 
enaded arm-in-arm down Regent street. 
Then they went for a ride, where ali could 
see, in Gaby’s pure white limousine. 

Each to her own ambition. Gabrielle of 
the Lilies loved luxury and ease and admi- 
ration. She loved the fierce white light of 


most serious. He cared nothing for the 
actress, Yet she openly sought his, society, 
in Paris, at Deauville, in other fashionable 
resorts. She seemed to take pride in her 
humiliation, almost, she who was a very 
priestess of pride. Never before had her 
all-conquering fascinations been rebuffed. 
But the young actor avoided her when pos- 
eible, ignored her when he could, was ever 
embarrassed when she thrust herself upon 
him. She tolerated—this tragic queen of 
comedy—a dosen noblemen and millionaires 
who woukl have laid their titles and their 
fortunes at her feet, but she went on wor- 
shiping the actor. 

Even she, at last, was convinced of her 
love's hopelessness. Then Paris awoke one 
morning in June, 1924, to learn that just 
before dawn Regine Flory had pinnged into 
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She played in - 


the Seine; only to be 
pulled out by a tired 
waiter going home from 
work, who plunged into 
the river with all his 
clothes on and dragged 
her safe to shore. 

Devoted friends nursed 
her back to health. She 
returned to the stage. In 
“Pas sur Bouche’ she 
made a tremendous suc- 
cess. But the admiration 
of the multitude did not 
please her. She wanted 
the love of one. 

And a year ago she 
made another attempt to 
kill herself, taking poison 
in a hotel near the Bois 
de Boulogne. Her friends 
immediately employed 
Mme. Delcour, a friend, 
as a companion for her, 
and the male detective, 
M. Semaine. They were 
to protect against all at- 
tempts to end her life. 
She recovered and seemed to regain 
strength. She determined again to continue 
her stage career. 

Besides her work she had now something 
else to occupy her sleepless mind. She was 
in love. 

This time it was a French dramatic au- 
thor, and, tragically enough, married. Late 
in February she met him and both were 
fascinated. In the spring they toured to- 
gether by automobile through the middle of 
France. Their love was an idyl—but one 
shortly to be shattered. 


RIENDS say that toward the last were 
Der quarrels between them, Both 

were high strung, both were nerv- 
Ous; perhaps the shadow of that wife 
was between. Regine Flory went back 
to Paris and to the stage. Her lover 
followed. She appeared in comedy in 
a Paris theater within a month  be- 
fore her. death, with a great personal suc- 
cess, 

But the play was not a success, and per- 
haps the woman with her jaded nerves felt 
that she soon might wear out her welcome 
before Parisian audiences. Then, too, there 
had been another violent quarrel with her 
lover, They had separated, she declared, 
for good. 

The thought of London entered into her 
mind. From America the Shuberts had ca- 
bled an offer asking her to appear in a new 
production, ‘“‘Maritza.”” The salary was 
$1500 a week. 


It was not like the old “Mile. Caprice” 
when she did not cable an acceptance. For 
once she was refusing new worlds to con- 
quer. Her mind was set on London. She 
knew Sir Alfred Butts. She knew he re- 
garded her as one of the most brilliant ac- 
tresses on the stage of either Paris or Lon- 
don. She made her plans to ask him for 
a place. 


In Paria she had been offered the lead-

With Wan's guilt or innocence undecided, 
the triple murder which shocked § staid 
Washington in February, 1919, remains one 
of the great unsolved crime mysteries. 
There is little likelihood that it will be 
solved unless the murderer confesses, as 
five of the principal witnesses are dead and 
seven have returned to China. 

The murder occurred the night of Jan- 
vrary 29, some time after 10 o'clock, as 
Doctor Wong did not leave a dinner party 
until 9:30. Wu had dinner with a com- 
patriot whom he left about 10. 

The bodies of the murdered men were 
not discovered until February 1, when 
Kang Li, a member of the mission and a 
student. at George Washington University.

lying in the reception hall and Wu and Hale 
heaped together in the basement, just off 
the kitchen. The faces of the victims were 
covered by rugs, an indication that the 
crime might have been perpetrated by an 
Oriental who believed that the spell of the 
victim's eyes might thus be averted.

The confession apparentiy completely 
solved the mystery. According to it, Wu, 
the undersecretary, had stolen a check 
from the Mission check book, with the view 
to forging Doctor Wong's name to it. Hale 
had discovered that the check was missing 
and had informed Doctor Wong. Wu, 
frightened, had communicated with Wan 
about raising money and Wan had visited 
Wu at the Mission while Wong and Hsie 
were not at home. Wong had returned 
first and had been murdered by Wu with 
a heavy brass candlestick. When Haile re- 
turned he was shot by Wu with a cheap 
.38 caliber revolver Then Wu and Wan 
disputed over dividing the proceeds of the 
check and Wan shot Wu.

FTER his first conviction, predic- 
A were freely made in the news- 

papers that he would escape the 
noose by dying. From the time of his 
apprehension to his conviction, his weight 
decreased from 160 to 109 pounds. But 
never did his hope diminish. 

Only two days separated him from the 
gallows when the United States Supreme 
Court granted his petition for a new trial. 
That trial gave him another lease on life 
and he prepared to make his last frantic 
appeal for justice. He completely repudi- 
ated the confession that had been wrung 
from him by the police. 

Educated by his previous experience. 
he conferred with his attorneys and pointed 
out the inaccuracies of the alleged con- 
fession. Wu, the confession said. had 
been killed when Wan pressed the revoly- 
er to his breast and fired. The Cor- 
oner’s testimowy revealed that Wu had 
been shot from the back and that no 
powder burns had been found on him. The 
confession also stated that Wan had left 
the house by the door. whereas the bloody 
tracks pointed to the window. Another 
discrepancy was that Wan and his brother 
were said to have taken a train at a par- 
ticular hour in the afternoon.

Society in England,

question did not wait long for an answer, 
for the janitor of Delft had hardly closed 
his eyes in 1723, for the long sleep that he 
had earned so well, when another microbe 
hunter was born, in 1729, a thousand miles 
away in Scandiano, in Northern Italy. This 
was Lazzaro Spallanzani, a strange boy who 
lisped verses while he fashioned mud pies: 
who forgot mud pies to do fumbling, child- 


ish and crue] experiments with beeties and 
bugs and flies and worms. Instead of pes- 
tering his parents with questions, he ex- 
amined living things in nature by pulling 
legs and wings off them, by trying to stick 
them back on again. He must find out how 
things worked; he didn’t care so very much 
what they looked like. 

And the shrewd young Spallanzani went 
to the University at Reggio, with his fa- 
ther’s biessing, to take up the career of

scientist. 

At this time it was much more respectable 
and safe to be a scientist than it had been 
when Leeuwenhoek began his first grinding 
of lenses. 

The thrill and dignity of real research 
into nature began to elbow its way into 
secluded studies of philosophers. Voltaire 
retired for years into the wilds of rural 
France to master the great discoveries of 
Newton, and then to popularize them !n his 
country. Science even pepetrated into bril- 
lant and witty and immoral drawing rooms, 
and society leaders like Madame de Pompa- 
dour bent their heads over the forbidden 
Encyclopedia-~—to try to understand the art 
and science of the making of rouge and silk 
stock ip gs. 

Still there was plenty of ignorance in the 
World, and much pseudo-science—even in 
the Roya! societies and Academies. 

He was the very opposite of Leeuwenhoek, 
Who so patiently had ground lenses, and 
looked at everything for 20 years before 
the learned world knew anything about him. 
At 25 Spallanzani made translations of the 
Sncient poets and criticised the standard and 
Much admired Italian translation of Homer. 
He brilliantly studied mathematics with his 
cousin, Laura Bassi, the famous woman 
Professor of Reggio 


EFORE he was 30 years old he had 

been made professor at the University 

of Reggio, talking before enthusiastic 
Classes that listened to him with saucer 
“Yes. Here he started his first work on 
the little animals, those weird new little 
things that Leeuwenhoek had discovered. 
He began his experiments on them as they

In Spallanzani’s time 
the popular side was the 
party that asserted that 
life could arise spon- 
taneously. The great 
majority of sensible peo- 
ple believed that many 
animals did not have to 
have parents—that they 
might be the unhappy 
legitimate children of a 
disgusting variety of dirty messes. Here, 
for example, was a supposedly sure recipe 
for getting yourself a good swarm of bees. 
Take a young bullock, kill him with a 
knock on the head, bury him under the 
ground in a standing position with his horns 
sticking out. Leave him there for a month, 
then saw off his hornsa—eand out will fiy 
your swarm of bees. 


Even the scientists were on this side of 
the question. The English naturalist Roas 
announced learnedly that: “To question 
that beetles and wasps were generated in 
refuse is to question reason, sense and ex- 
perience.’ Even such complicated animals 
as mice cidn’t have to have mothers or fa- 
thers—if anybody doubted this, let him go 
to Egypt, and there he would find the fields 
literally swarming with mice, begot of the 
mud of the River Nile—to the great calami- 
ty of the inhabitants! 


Spallanzan! heard all of these stories 
which so many important people were sure 
were facts, he read many more of them 
that were astill more strange, he watched 
students get into brawls in excited attempts 
to prove that mice and bees didn’t have to 
have fathers or mothers. He heard all of 
these things—and didn’t believe them. He 
was prejudiced. Spalianzani had violent 
notions about whether life could rise spon- 
taneously; for him it was on the face of 
things absurd to think that animals—even 
the wee beasts of Leeuwenhoek—could arise 
in a haphazard way from any old thing. 
There must be law and order to their birth, 
there must be rime and reason. But how 
to prove it? 


PALLANZANI began fumblingly to 
G iecers how to grow wee beasts, and 

how to use a microscope. He cut his 
bands and broke large. expensive flasks. 
He forgot to clean his lenses and some- 
times saw his little animals dimly through 
his fogged glasses—just as you can faintly 
make out minnows in the water riled 
up by your net. He raved at his blunders; 
he @#as not the dogged worker that 
Leeuwenhoek had been—but despite his 
impetuousness, he was persistent—he must 
prove that these yarns about the animal- 
cules were yarns, nothing more. But 
wait' “If I set out to prove something 
I am no real scientist—I have to learn to 
follow where the facts iead me—-I have to 
learn to whip my prejudices — 
he kept on learning to study little animals, 
and to observe with a patient, if not an un- 
prejudiced eye, and gradually he taught the 
vanity of his ideas to bow to the hard clear- 
nese of his facts. 

At this time another priest, named Need- 
ham. who liked to think he could do experi. 
ments, was becoming notorious in England 
and Ireland, claiming that Httle microscopic 
animals were generated marvelously in mut- 
ton gravy. Needham sent his experiments 
to the Royal Society, amd the learned Fel- 
lows deigned to be impressed. 

He told them how he had taken a quan- 
tity of mutton gravy hot from the fire and 
put the gravy in a bottle and plugged the 
bottle up tight with a cork, so that no little 
animals or their eggs could possibly get into 
the gravy from the air.

Needham to the Royal Society, ‘‘these little 
animals can only have come from the juice 
of the gravy.

And then, bright-eyed, 
he told his students that life only comes 
from life; every living thing has to have a 
parent——even these wretched little animals! 
Seal your soup flasks in a flame and nothing 
can get into them from outside. Heat them 
long enough and everything, even those 
tough beasts that can stand boiling, will be 
killed. Do that and you'll never find any 
living animals arising in any kind of soup— 
you could keep it til) doomsday. Then he 
threw his work at Needham’'s head in a bril- 
liant sarcastic paper, and the world of sci- 
ence was thrown into an uproar. Could 
Needham really be wrong? asked thoughtful 
men, gathered in groups under the high 
lamps and candles of the scientific societies 
of London and Copenhagen, of Paris and 
Berlin. 

The argument between Spallanzani and 
Needham didn’t stay in the academies 
among the highbrows. It leaked out 
through heavy doors onto the streets and 
crept into stylish drawing rooms. The 
world would have liked to believe Needham, 
for the people of the eighteenth century 
were cynical and gay; everywhere men were 
laughing at religion and denying any su- 
preme power in nature, and they delighted 
in the notion that life could arise haphaz- 
ardly.

PALLANZANI held immense _ corre- 
GS srondence with half the doubters and 

searchers of Europe. By mail he 
was a great friend of that imp, Voltaire. 
He complained that there were few men 
of talent in Italy, the air was too humid 
and foggy—he became a leader of that 
impudent band of scientists and philoso- 
phers who unknowingly prepared the 
bicodiest of revolutions while they tried 
so honestly to find truth and establish hap- 
piness and justice in the world. These men 
believed that Spallanzani had spiked once 
for all that nonsense about animalis—even 
the tiniest ones—arising spontaneously. Led 
by Voltaire, they cracked vast jokes about 
the Vegetative Force and its parents, the 
pompous Buffon and his laboratory boy, 
Father Needham. 


Spallanzani’s name glittered in all the 
universities of Europe; the societies con- 
sidered him the first scientist of the day: 
Frederick the Great wrote long letters to 
bim, and with his own hand made him a 
member of the Berlin Academy; and Fred- 
erick’s bitter enemy, Maria Teresa, Empress 
of Austria, put it over the great King by 
offering Spallanzan! the job of professor in 
ber ancient and rundown University of 
Pavia, in Lombardy. A pompous commis- 
sion came, a commission of eminent Privy 
Councillors, weighed down with letters and 
Imperial Seals and begged Spallanzan! to 
put this defunct college on its feet. There 
were vast interminable arguments and bar- 
gainings about salary—-Spallianzani always 
knew how to feather his nest-—-bargains that 
ended in his taking the job of professor of 
natural history and curator of the Natura! 
History Cabinet of Pavia 


Spallanzani went to the Museum, the Nat- 
ural History Cabinet, and found that cup- 
board bare. He rolled up his sleeves, he 
lectured about everything, he made huge 
public experiments and he awed his students 
because his deft hands always made these 
experiments turn out successfully. He sent 
here and there for an astounding array of 
queer beasts and strange plants and un- 


known birds—to fill up the empty cabinet. 
He climbed dangerous mountains himself 
and brought back minerals and precious 
ores; he caught hammer-head sharks and 
snared gay-plumed fowl; he went on in- 
credible collecting expeditions for his mu- 
seum—and to work off that tormenting en- 
ergy that made him so fantastically differ- 
ent from‘thé popular picture of a calm 
scientist. He was a Roosevelt with all of 
Teddy’s courage and appeal to the crowd, 
but none of Teddy's gorgeous inaccuracy. 

In the intervals of this hectic collecting 
and lecturing he shut himeelf in his labora- 
tory with his stews and his microscopic ani- 
mals, and made long experiments to show 
that these beasts obey nature's laws, just 
as men and horses and elephants are forced 
to follow them. He put drops of stews 
swarming with microbes on little pieces of 
giass and blew tobacco smoke at them an! 
watched them eagerly with his lens. Hs 
cried out his delight as he saw them rurl 
about trying to avoid the irritating smokr. 
He shot electric sparks at them and won- 
dered at the way the little animals “‘be- 
came giddy” and spun about and quickly 
died. 


this man who was 

so rigidly honest in his experti- 

ments, who would never report 
anything but the truth of what he found 
amid the smells and poisonous vapors and 
shining machines of his laboratory, this 
superbly honest scientist, 1 say, was plan- 
ning low tricks to increase his pay as pro- 
fessor at Pavia. Spallanzani, the football 
player, the climber of mountains and ex- 
plorer; this Spallanzani whined to the au- 
thorities at Vienna about his feeble health 
—the fogs and vapors of Pavia were like to 
make him die, he said. To keep him, the 
Emperor had to increase his pay and double 
his vacations. Spallanzani laughed and 
cynically called this a political gesture! He 
always got everything he wanted. He got 
truth by dazzling experiments and close ob- 
servation and insane patience; he obtained 
money and advancement by work—and by 
cunning plots and falsehoods; he received 
protection from religious persecution by be- 
coming a priest!

come to watch him die. 
(5 their names alive for posterity 
by having the court under- 
taker embalm them Into expensive and 
gorgeous mummies. The Greeks and 
Romans had their likenesses wrought 
into dignified statues. Paintings ex- 
ist of a hundred other distinguished 
men. What is left for us to see of 
the marvelous Spallanzani? 

In Pavia there is a modest little 
bust of him and in the museum near- 
by, if you are interested, you may see 
—his bladder. What better epitaph 
could there be for Spailanzani? What 
relic could more perfectly suggest the 
whole of his passion to find truth, 
that passion which estopped at noth- 
ing, which despised conventions, 
which laughed at hardship, which ig- 
nored bad taste and the feeble, petty 
fitness of things? 

He knew his bladder was diseased. 
“Well, have it out after I'm dead,” 
you can hear him whisper as he lay 
dying. ‘‘Maybe you'll find an aston- 
ishing new fact about diseased blad- 
ders.” That was the spirit of Spai- 
lanzani. This was the very soul of 
that cynical, sniffingly curious, coidly 
reasoning century of his—the century 
that discovered few practical things— 
but the same century that built the 
high, clean house for Faraday and 
Pasteur, for Arrhenius and Emil 
Fischer and Ernest Rutherford to 
work in.
